MARTINEZ, January 6-~—The 
heavy. storm of Sunday night and 
Monday morning wrought consider- 
able damage to the tunnel road 
which is now under-construction and 
it will Gost the county over $300v 
to repair the damage. Ralph R. 
Arnold, county surveyor, went .to 
Oakland yesterday and walked ove 
the route from the tunnel to Wal- 
put Creek to see at first hand, the 
extent of the storm damage. 

“All that saved the road between 
the Buckeye ranch and bryant sta- 
tion,” said Arnold, ‘‘is the fact that 
the concrete had been laid. Had 
the bare earth surface remained the 


entire road would have had to be 


rebuilt. .There are several places 
where the bank was washed out from 
‘three.to six. feet under the concrete 
but the surface ig standing, hard 
and firm. Great boulders and 
stumps of trees, earried along by 
the flood water choked up the 
culverts. The last 500 or 600 feet 
of conerete will have to be touched 
up. About $3000 will repair the 
road from. Bryant to the tunnel. 


From Bryant to Lafayette, $500 


will cover the cost of repair and a 
gang of men is now at work along 


; {that route. 


“Between Walnut ‘Creek and La- 
fayette, teams are now going 
through but the pulling is hard. ‘Re- 
pairs will be made all along the 
route just as quickly as possible.”

NOW DUE AN 
PAYABLE 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 6.— 
Collections of taxes under the emer 
zency tax law of 1912, recently con- 


tinued for another year by congress, 


wag begun today by Collector of In- 
ternal Revenues J. J. Scott. <A spec- 
ial force of deputies was: put at 
work on the task, . . 
Those subject to taxation are the 
same as when the emergency act 
first ‘went’ into effect a year: ago. 
Payment must be made semi-annu- 
ally, in advance, and the first im- 


stallment will become delinquent on 
February 10. 


Among those taxed are: Pool 


rooms, $2.50 a table a year; to- 
bacco dealers, $4.80; brokers and 
commission merchants, sums varying 
from $20 to $30; pawnbrokers, $50; 
panks, $1 on each $1000 capital,. sur- 
plus and undivided profits, and the- 
aters from $25 to .$100, according 
to seating capacity. 

The collection of the emergency 
tax adds another burden to the in- 
creased work of the internal revenue 
‘force here and elsewhere, and | 
result in additions to the force. At! 
present the local office force is 
working five nights a week.

HALE MILLION IK 
‘SCHOOLS OF STATE 


There were 508,590 students en- 
rolled in the high and elementary 
schools and kindergartens of the 
state during the year 1915, and in- 
crease of 27,569 over 1914, accord- 
ing to the annua] statistical report 
rendered ‘by Job Wood Jr., statisti- 
cian in the offices of;Hdward Hyatt, 
state superintendent o f publig in- 
struction. In. all “departments of 
public education, exclusive of the 
University of California’ and the 
polytechnic normal selvols and re- 
formatories of the state, it required 
in 1915, 15,478 teaches, a gain 
of 838. over: 1914. 

The unusual feature of, the report 
is that it shows that boys in all de- 
partments of education are giving 
girls.a close race for first honors in 
graduation and enrollment. First 
place in the educational system of 
the state has been held up by the 
girls by long odds. The enrollment 
in the: high achools of the state last 
year showed 19,314 boys and 19,097 
girls. .Of the total 8,376 gradua- 
tionc, 4,851 were girls and 3,625 
were. boys. This average is far 
better than in past years. :
